Rumored Nixon

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
White House has refused to 
knock down speculation that 
President Nixon already has 
been invited to visit the Soviet 
Union.

Tax Breaks To

WASHINGTON CAP) - The 
Nixon administration is mulling 
over the prospect of special tax 
breaks for both big business and 
the average housewife to enlist 
them as volunteers in the war 
on poverty.

Board Hears Road Protests

GARDEN — A verbal bar­ 
rage of protest and written pe­ 
titions directed at the Delta 
County Road Commission and 
William Karas, engineer-super- 
intcndent. boiled down to one 
basic question and answer Tues­ 
day night at a meeting of the 
Delta County Board of Super­ 
visors at the Garden Commun­ 
ity Building. 


Q — Why aren’t township 
roads Improved or better main­ 
tained? 


A — Because there Isn’t any 
money in most townshifm to fi­ 
nance the projects. 


The question was raised by a 
group of about 50 eastern Del­ 
ta County residents and ans­ 
wered by Karas and Wesley 
Hanson, chairman of the road 
oommiiMion. 


With the question were sev­ 
eral petions asking improve­ 
ments on several east Delta 
roads and one signed by 67 resi­ 
dents of Nahma Township de­ 
manding removal of

mission. 


Réunira 50-50 Funds 


Frank Stupak, chairman of 
file board of supervtooi^, said 
that the petition asking Karas' 
removal was prepared before 
explanations on township rcMd 
problems offered at the meet­ 
ing. He said, however, it would 
be turned over to the Road 
CommiMion. 


A resident of Garden Town­ 
ship said an attempt to circu­ 
late a similar petition In that 
area was apparently unsuccess­ 
ful. 


Karat has held his present 
Job since 1848. 


In regard to local rt»d im­ 
provements and 
maintenance, 
Karas explamed that state law 
requires that townships match 
road commission funds on a §0- 
60 basis. 


If the road commiwion makes 
Improvements work without the 
matching funds from the town­ 
ship, he said, tSie state could 
suspend all gas and weight tax 
money to the county for up to a 
one-year period. About $l mil­ 
lion. 


“The Road Commission,” he 
emphasized, 
“isn’t 
willing to 
take that chance.” 


rtnaBces Explained 


If the townships get their 50 
per cent matching money for 
apeclflo road improvement pro- 


jects, Karas said, the project 
would be tackled “just as soon 
as we can get at it.” He said 
the county generally has avail­ 
able sufficient funds to match 
local money to proceed with 
projects. 


Delta County has a total of 
515 miles of local roads and 
340 miles of primary roads in 
the county system, Karas ex­ 
plained. Of state money re­ 
ceived, 23 per cent is earmark­ 
ed by law for local roads and 77 
per cent is ticketed for primary 
county roads.

Little Money Spent 
Karas said the problem in 
Garden Township is that in re­ 
cent years the township has not 
appropriated much money ($300 
to $400 annually for road im­ 
provements. About all that fi­ 
nances, he said, is a seal coat to 
control dust in summer months, 
but it does nothing to Improve 
the actual road surface. 


Supervisor Frank Gray of 
Garden said that $2,800 has 
been budgeted this year.

Tlie Negroes have had 
enough of these cagey blacks who play the white 
game and. in effect, sell out their black brothers. 
It’s not unreasonable, really, to have such per­ 
sons excluded from a coui*se in black history and 
sociology that the Negroes are proposing, be­ 
cause if they were to teach it, it would be slanted 
toward white pi*otectionlsm.

We’re wondering how long it will be before 
there’s a white backlash against Negro models 
in TV?

Their vision ol 
this period in ^ e Uturgical year 
Is filled with somber, almost 
medieval heaving. cairlstaMis, 
with its merriment and la u ^ - 
ter. is for chUdren. Lent is for 
adults. Ash Wednesday tounds 
very growa-wp — and it thwild 
«— but let tie not enter the 
Lenten season with the bur­ 
dens ot ttie past, htm ihouM 
be sn adventure, a time of 
spiritual pioneering. 


Lent must be a serious look 
at one's spiritual development. 
For the Christten this means a 
eereful examination of his com­ 
mitment within the church and 
•ociety. Of all the times of the 
year, Lent is the moment for a 
elesr gaze at the meaning of 
life and the promise of eternity. 
Or is that word too quaint for 
your snug world of shopping 
plazas, sporting events and mid­ 
winter vacations? 


Lent is worship and study and 
prayer and silence. And how we 
need silence! Recently I visited 
with David Hartman, star of 
the NBC television series, The 
Virginian. He confessed that he 
had only been riding a horse 
for two y&m — part of his pre­ 
paration for this western series. 
Now he cannot Imagine living 
without the joys and pleasures 
of horseback riding. Frequently, 
during the breaks of filming on 
location, he will ride out alone 
in the high ridges of their 
mountain scene, surrounded by 
pine trees, skyline and above 
all. silence. Here he finds the 
quietness and freedom to “put 
life back together” and redis­ 
cover the serenity of being alone 
with the Creator of it all. 


During this Lenten season we 
shall examine the individual 
and the institution through ex­ 
cerpts from “The Last Years of 
the Church.” This will be a 
look at the present situation as 
well as consideration of new. 
emerging patterns of Christian 
life. A spiritual pioneering can­ 
not be easily charted or pro­ 
grammed by a computer. It is 
an adventure and that is what 
the Christian faith is all about.

We have heard several parents say that if 
their children were involved in the protest on the 
U n iv e rs ity of Wisconsin campus they’d call them 
home. 
Father Hesburgh of Notre Dame University 
has announced that anyone on its South Bend 
campus who substitutes force for rational per­ 
suasion — even non violent force — will be given 
15 minutes for meditation before ouster. And 
that persons who can’t show a card identifying 
them a- Notre Dame students will he arrested 
as tra'passers in any campus blowoffs.

An I pper Peninsula mother wrote to a friend 
that her son “Pete is certainly living in excite­ 
ment these days at Madison. He phoned before 
the trouble to tell us what was going to happen. 
I think he wanted to .support the boycott because 
he wanted to express his sympathy for the blacks 
and their plight. In getting to know some blacks 
this year he realizes how they have been cheated 
in society. 
"However, we advised him against joining 
the boycott l>eeause these things always bring 
out the radical element and violence ensues. And 
so it happened. The radical white SDS are lead­ 
ing the parade and causing most of the trouble. 
“Pete said that the Governor’s calling out 
the National Guard has made many students, 
formerly neutral, mad and now they have joined 
in. WTiere will it all end in our universities ? 
Every day there’s another one!”

Many adults are wondering: Where is the 
sense of fitness in our young people when they 
are so emotionally swept away by Negro leader­ 
ship — no matter how abused the Negroes may 
have been in America historically — that they 
contribute to the striking of their own univer­ 
sity? 
What good is to come of the u>e of muscle 
in defiance of authority, order and reason? 
The Negroes at Madison posted a number 
of “non-negotiable” demands. They thus adver­ 
tise that they will not reason together with the 
university administration about their grievances. 
Bor the university to accept such demands would 
be a surrender to thuggery; it cannot.

Already the Negroes by their “non-nego­ 
tiable” demands have loosed a Pandora’s chest 
of troubles in Wisconsin, with legislators saying 
that they’ll introduce bills to increase the tui­ 
tion for out-of-state students in order to keep 
out the “ radicals.” What blind, hurtful reaction 
this is; to keep from the University of Wiscon­ 
sin a chance for its greatest distinction, which 
must always l>e ib faculty and its student body. 
H ie Negroes with their non-negotiable” de­ 
mands actually had a good case, but they pre­ 
sented it with such ineptitude and gangster 
method that they have prejudiced the public 
before it could understand what was up.

A chief demand of the blacks was 
that they 
be allowed to veto the hiring of instructors in a 
black program which they demanded for the uni­ 
versity. What they sought was to exclude “Uncle 
Tom” black teachers who would lie white foot 
kissers and sychophants. The Negroes have had 
enough of these cagey blacks who play the whit" 
game and, in effect, sell out their black brothers. 
I fs not unreasonable, really, to have such per­ 
sons excluded from a course in black history and 
sociology that the Negroes are proposing, be­ 
cause if they were to teach it, it would Ix* slanted 
toward white protect ionium. 
But the Negroes propose to go to the other 
extreme and deny the university the allthorn' 
to run its own courses.

Deer Herd Decline Continues 


LANSING (A P ' - M ichigan 
d eer hunters can 
expect t h e 
sta te's d eer herd to continue de­ 
clining until at least 1980 unless 
som ething is done to im prove 
w in ter food conditions. 
T hat is the opinion of John D. 
Byelich, 
Lansing, 
deer 
range 
m anagem ent specialist for the 
D epartm ent of N atural R esourc­ 
es (DNR I. 
A form er regional g am e biolo- 
gist 
at 
R oscom m on. 
B yelich 
w as given the job of m apping 
d eer y ard s—th e w inter food bas­ 
k ets for deer—two years ago. 
Since then he has discovered 
w here m ost of M ichigan’s d eer 
a re killed and he has plotted 
8.200 lineal m iles of deei yard 
rn the Lower Peninsula alone. 


Range Im provem ent 


He has com e to about the sam e 
conclusion as has Dr 
H w ard 
A. T anner, d irecto r of n atural 
resources 
for 
M ichigan 
.State 
U niversity. 
T an n er told M ichigan’s o rg an ­ 
ized b ear hunters last m onth th at 
the DNR m ust stop “ tinkering” 
with d eer m anagem ent and “ get 
excited about taking the m oney 
lid ’’ off m anagem ent, 
B.velich is anxious to spend 
m oney for range im provem ent 
in o rd e r to c reate m ore w inter 
d eer food, The dw indling supply 
of w inter food is the bottleneck 1 
that 
prevents 
the sta te ’s d eer 
herd from expanding. 


A fter w inter snows piled high 
in the d eer country, Dr. Ralph 
A. MacMuiUan, DNR d irecto r is- ; 
sued an appeal to sportsm en in 
help feed the herd. 
The herd 
faced critical tim es until late in 
Ja n u a ry when a thaw and sub­ 
sequent 
freeze 
bailed 
it 
out 
tem p o rarily . 
C orn D istributed 
W hen it looked as though d e e r 
w ere trap p ed by deep snow in 
the d eer y ard s th e DNR d e c la r­ 
ed an em ergency and obtained 
25,000 bushels of surplus corn 
from the federal governm ent. 
“ But why o p erate by c risis,” 
asked B yelich. 
‘‘If w e got $1 m illion tom or­ 
row ,” he declared . “ it w ouldn't 
help the d e e r this y e a r.” 
But, given 
financing of suf­ 
ficient m agnitude ov er a long 
period of tim e, he said, he could 
im prove 
conditions 
for 
fleer. 
R ange m an ag em en t, he explain­ 
ed, is a long - term project.
